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How does our form of government 
differ from that of most countries? 
In most countries the rulers Cre­ 
al! the form of government, change 
it at will and hand it to the people. 
These are autocracies. But in our 
case not the government but the 
people drafted our Constitution, the 
people ratified it and the people only 
may amend it Ours is a constitu­ 
tional Democracy — "a government 
of the people, for the people and by 
the people." 
Some changes in our Constitution 
are healthy but those that change 
the basic form of the world’s most 
successful democracy are dangerous. 
D a n ie l W e b s t e r points this out as 
follows: “Other misfortunes may be 
berne, or their effects overcome. If 
disastrous wars should sweep our 
commerce from the ocean, another 
generation may renew it; if it ex­ 
haust our treasury, future industry 
may replenish it; if it desolate and 
lay waste our fields, still, under a 
new 
cultivation, 
they 
will 
grow 
green again, and ripen to future 
harvests. » . . 
“Rut who shall reconstruct the 
fabric of demolished government? 
"Wh') shall rear again the well- 


proportioned columns of constftu 
tional liberty? . . .

U. S. W eighs Em bargo 
A S T H E conflict in North China 
* * 
blazed into open. if undeclared, 
Warfare, tho United States prepared 
to declare that a state of war ex­ 
isted between China and J ap a n and 
to place an em bargo upon the ship­ 
ment of a r m s to 'he two countries, 
under the neutral ’y act. The P re s­ 
ident, who has the power to ci'clnre 
that a state of war ex; ts, It pt in 
close touch with affairs in the F ar 
Fast, assisted bv Secretary of State 
Cordell Hull. 
Proclamation of an embargo pro­ 
hibits the sale of arm s, am m uni­ 
tions and impleme nts of war to the 
belligerent 
countries. 
It forbids 
loans OI Hie extc* -non of credit to 
either of them, and makes it illegal 
for Americans to travel upon tho 
ships of the belie; 'rents. 
Secretary Hull said that confer­ 
ences had been held among e m ­ 
bassy attaches, co m m an d e rs of for­ 
eign troops in Peiping and others, 
to lay plans for removing Am er­ 
icans and other foreign nationals 
from the danger zone. 
It was reported that there were 
223 United States military person­ 
nel and dependents and 403 Ameri­ 
can civilians registered in Tientsin, 
in addition to 750 American Officers 
and men.
